Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  during  19 63. 

The  vital  statistics  are  generally  satisfactory,,  The 
total  number  of  deaths  was  137  as  compared  with  139  in  1962.  No 
maternal  deaths  occurred.  Deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis  and 
angina  increased  from  26  in  1962  to  29  in  1963  but  this  increase 
wu3  offset  by  a reduction  in  deaths  from  other  forms  of  heart 
disease  from  26  in  1962  to  14  in  1963.  There  was  a reduction  in 
d.eath3  from  cancer  (all  forms)  from  33  in  1962  to  24  in  1963. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis  but  there  was  a reduction 
in  the  number  of  new  cases  from  7 in  1962  to  4 in  1963  and  there 
was  a gratifying  reduction  of  the  total  cases  on  tne  T.B.  register 
from  46  in  1962  to  37  in  1963-  The  total  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  maintained  a low  level,  there  being  108  cases 
during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  infant  mortality  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  nas  lowered  from  45*2  to  29.6,  but  this 
figure  is  higher  than  the  average  of  26.6  for  the  previous  10  years 
The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  reduced  from  5*9  in 
1962  to  4.4  in  1963.  Deaths  from  bronchitis  have  regrettably 
increased  from  9 to  15  cases. 

The  members  of  this  Council  have  shown  great  interest 
and  given  constant  help  in  attemps  to  improve  the  standard  of  air 
in  the  area  and  will  no  doubt  continue  to  do  so. 

I should  like  to  thank  W.E.Pollitt,  Esq.,  Chief  Public 
Health.  Inspector  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  help 
throughout  the  year.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  total  number  of  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
was  117  as  compared  with  139  in  1962  but  of  these  117  cases,  9 were 
cases  of  suspected  dysentery  which  proved  to  be  negative. 

The  remaining  108  cases  were  made  up  of  92  measles  which 
was  a .decrease  of  12  from  last  year,  10  Whooping  Cough  which  was  a 
decrease  of  9 and  6 Scarlet  Fever  which  was  an  increase  of  2 over  the 
previous  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  10  visits  were  required 
by  the  departments  Inspectors  over  the  year  as  compared  with  76  in 
1962,  17  in  I96I  and  777  in  i960  when  the  outbreak  of  Dysentery  occurred 
at  Shepley  Wood  Day  Nursery,  Only  4 visits  were  required  in  respect  of 
Dysentery  during  this  year. 

There  were  again  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria 
notified  during  the  year  and  no  deaths  have  occurred  from  Diphtheria 
since  1945*

A complete  survey  of  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the 
district  was  carried  out  during  the  year  from  the  point  of  view  of 
" length  of  life".  A previous  survey  similar  to  this  was  last 
carried  out  in  195U» 

A further  smoke  control  order  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation.  However, 
due  to  techr.o logical  advancement  in  the  production  of  gas  from  oils 
and  economics  there  has  been  a general  pause  due  to  the  possible 
shortage  of  soft  coke  and  premium  fuels. 

In  conclusion  I have  again  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  II.  I.  Ashford 
and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  and  employees  for  their  help  and 
support  throughout  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY: 

Drinking  water  for  the  Urban  District  of  Audens haw  is 
supplied  by  the  Ashton,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water 
Board. 


The  supply  of  water  with  regard  to  Quantity  has  been 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  January  to  March,  1963?  when 
due  to  frozen  mains  and  service  pipes  emergency  supplies  of  water 
had  to  be  provided  at  a school  and  14  houses. 

The  important  and  controversial  question  of  fluoridation 
of  public  water  supplies  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  a great  deal  of  investigation  concerning  medical 
opinion  on  the  matuer  was  sought,  and  the  Council  declared  that 
in  view  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
various  medical  and  other  responsible  bodies,  it  was  in  favour  in 
general  principle  of  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies.

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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION : 

Sanitary  accommodation  in  tlie  district  consists  of  the 
pedestal  wash  down  type  at  all  premises  with  the  exception  of 
some  38  properties  which  are  included  in  confirmed  clearance 
areas,  or  areas  which  are  awaiting  the  Minister’s  confirmation* 

With  the  demolition  of  these  properties  the  waste 
water  closet  will  he  disposed  of  as  far  as  Audenshaw  is  concerne 

It  is  of  interest  to  record  that  the  Health  Departments 
Annual  Report  of  1907  said  that  steady  progress  had  heen  made  in 
the  conversion  of  the  privy  midden  oo  the  water  carriage  system 
and  it  was  very  necessary  that  this  matter  should  he  attended  to,, 
There  were  at  the  time  836  waste  water  and  fresh  water  closets 
and  1024  privy  middens* 

Some  17  years  later  in  1924  there  were  only  2 privy 
middens,  1416  waste  water  closets  and  757  fresh  water  closets* 

The  demolition  of  the  remaining  properties  which  still 
have  waste  water  closets  will  he  recorded  and  I have  no  douht 
that  in  the  future  some  sanitarian  seeking  facts  will  find  it  of 
interest.

The  three  pail  closets  are  situated  at  farms  which  are 
on  low-lying  ground,  or  more  than  100  ft.  from  the  sewer. 

SEW FRA GE  AND  DRAINAGE: 

There  have  heen  no  changes  in  the  sewerage  system 
during  the  year,  the  main  hulk  of  the  towns  sewage  being  dealt 
with  hy  the  Stalyhridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Sewerage  Board  and 
only  three  premises  being  sewered  into  the  Manchester  system  at 
the  Manchester  Audenshaw  boundary. 

An  improvement  in  the  sewage  system  of  the  Birch  Grove 
Estate  was  effected  hy  the  owners  of  the  property  hy  connecting 
the  sewage  system  to  a larger  pump  which  was  provided  to  deal 
with  an  adjoining  industrial  estate.  Since  this  new  arrangement 
has  heen  in  operation  no  further  complaints  of  flooding  have 
heen  received. 
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FUEOIC  CLEANSING. 


SCAVENGING  : 

The  provision  of  a Yorkshire/Karri er  Mechanical  Sweeper 
Collector  has  done  much  to  improve  the  street  cleansing  service, 
the  main  roads  are  swept  every  day  Monday  to  Friday,  holidays 
excepted. 


The  large  volume  of  vehicular  traffic  which  passes  along 
Guide  Lane  and  in  and  out  of  Jackson’s  Quarry,  still  gives  rise 
to  concern  with  regard  to  the  dust  and  grit  which  is  deposited 
"by  vehicles  and  which  eventually  finds  its  way  on  to  the  footpath. 

Many  of  the  frontagers  on  Guide  Lane  sweep  their  portion 
of  the  footpath,  "but  unfortunately  this  takes  place  in  many 
instances  after  the  mechanical  sweeper  has  passed  on  its  journey. 
The  position  could  "be  improved  if  frontagers  not  only  swept  their 
footpath,  "but  also  collected  the  result  of  their  sweepings  instead 
of  sweeping  into  the  gutter.

REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

Household  refuse  from  the  area  was  collected  by  two  teams 
of  six  men  including  drivers,  who  operated  with  two  12  cu.  yd.  rear 

loading  fore  and  aft  tipping  refuse  collection  vehicles, 

\ 

There  is  an  8 cu.  yd.  side  loading  refuse  collection 
vehicle  held  in  reserve  in  the  event  of  a mechanical  breakdown  on 
the  regular  fleet. 

The  regularity  of  collection  of  refuse  left  much  to  be 
desired  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  introduction  of  the  refuse 
collection  bonus  incentive  scheme  in  the  present  year  will  improve 
the  service.  A good  start  has  been  made  and  it  is  hoped  to  report 
on  a much  improved  service  in  my  next  annual  report. 

The  department  was  again  affected  by  sickness  amongst  the 
workmen,  2039  working  hours  were  lost,  an  equivalent  of  6 weeks 
6 days.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  tipping  oi  household  refuse  into  the  worked  out  clay 
pit  at  Jackson: s Quarry,  Guide  Lane,  continued.  The  large 
volume  of  water  has  now  to  all  intents  and  purposes  been  pumped 
away  and  during  the  year  it  is  true  to  say  little  or  no  nuisance 
has  been  caused  by  the  Councils  tip. 

The  provision  of  a mechanical  shovel  has  improved  the  method 
of  disposal  and  control.  The  shovel  has  been  very  useful  in  b eing 
able  to  dig  and  carry  its  own  cover  for  the  purpose  of  covering 
the  tip  face  and  thus  complying  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Recommendations  with  regard  to  controlled  tipping. 

With  regard  to  the  tipping  operations  carried  out  by 
Messrs.  J.  & A.  Jackson  Ltd.,  on  the  other  side  of  the  quarry, 
this  is  advancing  rapidly  and  the  next  few  years  should  see  its 
completion.  This  of  course  would  remove  a source  of  complaint 
from  the  residents  of  the  Rcker  Park  Estate.  The  main  cause  for 
complaint  is  untidiness  and  this  is  caused  by  the  tipping  methods 
employed.  Most  loads  of  material,  particularly  if  they  contain 
salvageable  materials,  are  tipped  on  the  top  of  the  tipping  area, 
sorted  over  and  then  pushed  over  the  tip  face.  This  is  haphazard 
tipping  and  no  set  pattern  is  followed  and  is  bound  to  give  rise 
to  untidiness  and  unsightliness.  Unfortunately  however,  this 
department  can  take  no  legal  action  with  regard  to  untidiness. 
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SALVAGE* 


The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  other  salvageable  materials 
was  again  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  in  conjunction  with  the 
disposal  of  household  refuse.  The  advantage  of  this  service  is  to 
save  valuable  space  on  the  tip,  keep  paper  out  of  the  tipped  refuse, 
reduce  the  risk  of  fire  and  of  course  in  the  case  of  waste  paper  reduce 
the  amount  of  imported  pulp  required  for  board  making. 

The  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  during  the  year  did  not 
average  12  tons  per  month,  or  1 ton  per  thousand  of  the  towns  population. 

The  price  of  waste  paper  remained  at  £6  per  ton  and  a total 
income  for  this  source  was  £797,  this  was  a reduction  on  the  previous 
year  of  £6. 


The  totals  for  all  other  commodities  salvaged,  non-ferrous 
scrap,  metals,  ferrous  scrap  metals,  bottles  and  textiles  were  all  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year  by  a few  pounds  with  the  exception  of 
bottles  which  was  slightly  less.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

— — — — - — — — • 

The  Council’s  second  Smoke  Control  Area  came  into  force  on 
the  first  day  of  June,  1963. 


Further  progress  in  Smoke  Control  haB  been  delayed  due  to 
the  possible  shortages  of  soft  coke  and  premium  fuels  which  is 
attributed  to  the  technological  changes  in  gas  production  and  the 
policy  of  the  Gas  Boards. 

This  shortage  of  soft  cokes  etc. , will  increase  the 
expenditure  of  house  owners  and  local  authorities  in  providing  a more 
expensive  approved  appliance  suitable  for  burning  hard  coke  of  which  % 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  says  there  will  be  an 
abundant  supply. 
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It  is  to  br  regretted  that  this  shortage  of  fuel  is 
likely  to  lead  to  many  authorities  discontinuing  their  smoke  control 
programmes. 


While  the  costs  of  new  appliances  have  to  be  home  in  part 
by  the  local  authority  the  rising  costs  of  providing  smoke  control 
is  bound  to  act  as  a deterrent.  However,  good  health  and  well  being 
cannot  be  counted  in  hard  cash  and  local  authorities  who  are  thinking 
of  halting  smoke  control  might  consider  spreading  the  load  ovrr  a 
longer  period.  On  the  other  hand,  some  local  authorities  are  more 
determined  than  evrr  to  proceed  even  faster  than  they  first 
endeavoured. 

The  industrial  side  of  the  picture  is  cuite  good  and 
little  or  no  nuisance  from  the  industrial  chimney  was  found. 

ERADICATION  OP  INRPCT  P^STS. 


Only  four  houses  were  found  to  be  invested  and  these  by 
cockroaches;  this  is  the  lowest  total  in  the  past  ten  years. 

This  could  be  due  to  the  demolition  of  the  older  type  of 
property,  or  failure  on  the  part  of  householders  to  report  cases  of 
infestation.

There  were  no  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  during  the 
year.  A school  was  trrated  for  the  eradication  of  cockroaches  and 
due  to  the  method  of  construction  of  the  school  and  source  of 
infestation,  the  case  was  a difficult  one. 

The  school  was  treated  with  lindane  pelletts  which  gave 
off  a gas  and  had  a greater  penetrating  power  than  a spray. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  treatment  while  not 
completely  disposing  of  cockroaches  has  been  very  successful. 

It  is  proposed  to  give  the  school  a further  treatment  during  the 
ensuing  year.

RGDSHT  CONTROL 


The  tack  of  destroying  the  rodent  population  of  Audens haw 
continued  throughout  the  year,  attention  was  given  to  the  river 
hanks  and  the  towns  sewers  which  were  treated  twice. 

The  attention  of  the  British  Railways  was  drawn  to 
infestation  ky  rodents  of  their  permanent  way  at  certain  points. 
These  various  places  were  treated  hy  the  Railways  staff 
simultaneous  with  the  Health  Department  staff,  who  treated 
surrounding  land  and  properties. 

At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  the  towns  sewers  were 
treated  with  fluoracetamide  which  is  a highly  dangerous  poison 
if  not  used  in  the  correct  manner. 

This  treatment  appears  to  have  been  very  successful  and 
this  is  shown  in  the  reduced  number  of  complaints  received  up  to 
date  in  the  current  year. 


SCHOOLS. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  were  inspected  from  the 
point  of  view  of  sanitary  accommodation,  school  yard  surfaces, 
water  supply,  school  meals  and  kitchens. 

Conditions  are  generally  good,  the  provision  of  internal 
sanitary  accommodation  is  still  awaited  at  three  of  the  schools; 
plans  for  the  alteration  of  one  has  been  approved,  the  other  two 
we  hope  will  be  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  three  school  kitchens  in  the  area  where  meals 
are  prepared  for  the  school  children  and  staff*  At  other  eckoola  in 
the  area  meals  are  delivered  in  insulated  containers  and  served 
to  the  children  by  part-time  employees  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council. 


It  is  not  possible  for  all  the  schools  to  have  their  own 
kitchens  at  the  moment,  nor  is  it  possible  for  them  all  to  have 
their  own  dining  hall. 

Where  meals  are  delivered  and  srrved  to  the  children  in 
classrooms  the  standard  of  hygiene  is  still  good  coxisidsring  the 
difficult  conditions  the  meals  staff  have  to  contend  v/ith. 
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FACTORIES, 


The  inspection  of  factories  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Factories  Act  1961  proceeded  throughout  the  year.  There  were 
64  registered  factory  premises  on  the  register  and  68  inspections 
were  carried  out;  only  in  6 cases  were  written  notices  required 
to  bring  about  the  required  standard. 

There  were  23  cases  where  defects  were  found  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  21  had  been  remedied.  Only  two  cases  were 
referred  to  this  office  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

Conditions  with  regard  to  sanitary  accommodation  in 
factories,  temperature  and  ventilation,  were  found  to  be 
generally  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  house  w.ves  employed  as  outworkers  rose 
during  the  year  from  9 to  24.  The  type  of  work  varied  from 
the  making  of  wearing  apparel,  feather  sorting  and  rubber 
trimming. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  homes 
of  any  of  the  outworkers.

HOUSING*, 


As  a result  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Governments  Circular  No.  2/60  (slum  clearance)  a further  survey 
of  all  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  was  made  with  a view  to 
estimating  the  residual  life  of  each  property. 

A list  of  properties  giving  their  estimated  age  group 
was  submitted  to  the  Council. 

A detailed  survey  of  the  Guide  Lane  Redevelopment  Area 
was  completed  and  two  areas  of  unfit  properties  were  submitted 
as  clearance  areas  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government, 

The  Clerk's  Department  is  proceeding  to  acquire  the 
properties  in  the  redevelopment  area  which  cannot  be  classed 
as  unfit. 

Evidence  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  a Ministerial 
Local  Inquiry  concerning  the  application  of  the  local  authority 
to  acquire  the  King  George  V Playing  Fields  for  residential 
purposes.  Unfortunately  this  application  by  the  local  authority 
was  refused  despite  the  offer  of  an  alternative  public  open 
space  situated  in  a more  central  part  of  the  district. 

With  regard  to  the  improvement  of  older  houses  by  the 
provision  of  modern  amenities  and  the  Minister  of  Housings 
recommendation  that  areas  or  blocks  of  property  should  be 
improved  in  co-operation  with  the  owners,  a pilot  scheme  was 
commenced.  A block  of  10  houses  was  provided  with  modern 
amenities  and  at  the  same  time  a great  deal  of  repair  work  in 
addition  to  the  new  work  was  carried  out. 

The  rents  of  these  houses  by  reason  of  the  improvement 
were  increased  by  7/6d  per  week  and  all  the  tenants  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  improved  conditions  are  well  worth  it. 

The  main  problem  in  the  question  of  housing  appears  to 
be  shortage  of  suitable  sites  for  new  houses  and  this  is  also 
bound  up  with  the  need  for  redevelopment  of  the  older  part  of 
the  district.

The  inspection  of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
stored  or  sold  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  special  attention 
v/as  given  to  licensed  premises  and  clubs. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  all  the  premises  was  found  to 
"be  in  good  condition  from  the  structural  point  of  view  and  cleanliness. 

The  cellars  or  "beer  stores  at  all  the  premises  concerned  were 
found  to  he  in  a clean  condition  and  all  heer  was  found  to  he  drawn 
through  plastic  tube  or  mono  metal  piping.  This  method  of  delivery 
from  barrel  to  glass  is  to  he  commended,  owing  to  the  easy  maimer  in 
which  it  can  he  dismantled  and  disconnected  for  cleansing  which  was 
found  to  he  carried  out  weekly. 

It  was  founa  that  food  other  than  heer  etc.  , was  sold  at  all 
the  premises  and  this  ranged  from  potato  crisps,  nuts,  sandwiches, 
meat  pies  and  in  some  cases  a full  luncheon. 

The  question  of  spillage  was  dealt  with  in  many  ways  and  varied 
from  premise  to  premise.  The  case  for  a measured  delivery  of  heer 
into  a narked  glass  is  one  which  I would  support  wholeheartedljr. 

With  regard  to  the  cleansing  of  glasses  after  use,  it  was  found 
that  the  practice  of  polishing  the  glasses  with  a glass  cloth  is  still 
carried  out,  this  after  washing  the  glass  in  a steri?.ising  solution 
reduces  the  sterility  of  the  glass.  It  would  he  far  better  to  allow 
the  glass  to  dry  naturally  without  polishing. 

Inspections  of  bakehouses  and  factory  canteens  revealed  the 
need  for  minor  works  in  order  that  the  premises  continue  to  comply 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

There  are  111  food  premises  within  the  district,  44  of  which 
are  registered  under  the  Lancashire  Rivers  and  General  Powers  Act, 
Section  16  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved  foods  and  ice  cream  and 
a total  of  157  visits  were  made  to  these  premises.
